BeAwa the war Germany, Austria- 
Hungary and Russia produced 57 per 
cent of the total supply of beet sugar, 
about one-third of the entire aogar 
supply of flie world. With fbn with- 
drawal of sugar exports of these heav- 
ily producing countries It is easy to 
see why the allies' supply of sugar 
has shmak. The one thing we can 
do In this country Is to increase our 
production and decrease our consump- 
tion, to change our sugar habits until 
the war is over. 

In practically all dishes requiring 
sugar some ottier sweetening may be 
substituted. The sweetening power of 
sirups varies somewhat, so that will 
have to be taken Into aeeount. Honey 
is atK>nt as sweet as sugar, but when 
it Is used the Uqaltf In ttie dish will 
need to be decreased. Maple sirup is 
sweeter than sugar and corn sirup less 
sweet When substituting sirups for 
sugar decrease the Uquid one-fourth.

Practi- 
cally an fntfts caa ba canned at Imne 
in ordinary canners or in a large ves- 
sel with tightly fitting cover. In fact, 
fraits are easier to can than most veg- 
etables. They are prepared more 
Vddily aad need to ba koOed la tta 
jars only once and generally for a 
shorter time than Is necessary to can 
other products. 

Canned fmlts preserve moat of the 
delicate flavues and 
fresh fmlts and are the 
stitute for fraits fresh ftom bush or 
tree. They are very valuable in the 
winter diet. They supply acids and 
mineral substances very useful in 
keeping the body in condition. 

Do not cook or handle fraits in gal- 
vanized vessels. The fruit acid at- 
tacks the zinc coating and makes the 
prodaet daagereas to heaia aad apeil* 
its color and flavor. 
Fruits Can Be Canned Without Sugar. 

Don't let cost or difficulty of obtain- 
ing sugar deter you from canning 
fuaatlties of fTutt Oris yaaa. TMt 
can be canned without wnga, lastead 
of using simp, simply fin the cans 
with clean hot water and process In a 
water batiu The fruit will not spoil, 
but, ef course, wffl not have the fine 
color and flavor which it would have 
if packed In sirap. The use of even a 
thin sirup in canning fruits will give 
a more attractive finished product 
ttaa caa peariMy be oMained by can- 
ning In water.

For the whole country the average 
yearly consumption of eggs per fana 
Is only 137J!> dozen — 2A dozen per 
week; of poultry, 60 head — or one 
bird every six days. The highest aver- 
age consumption of eggs in any state 
is 211.2 doa— fur doaSB a week. 
The bluest average oonsomptton of 
poultry in a state is 124.6 bead — one 
bird in 2:9 days. Such averages indi- 
cate that farmers who use poultry and 
eggs freely on thsir own tables use 
from six to ten doasu eggs and four to 
six head of poultry weekly. In view 
of the extent to which large flocks can 
be made self-sustaining during the 
greater part of the year on aaoet farms, j 
this liberal scale of eonsumption of 
poultry products would seem practical 
generally. 

The consumption of eggs on farms 
may be greatly increased and farmers 
still receive the benefit of good prices 
for fresh eggs in the season of scant 
production and give consumers the 
benefit of a larger supply and more 
_ BM>derate prices. If all faiUMta who 
- can do 80 will preserve as many eggs 
when eggs are cheap as they can use 
at home when eggs are dear. The av- 
erage farm price of eggs in the United 
States in April, May and June, 1917, 
j was 28 cents a dosea; In October, No- 
venber and December, 88.T cents. In 
1916 the average difference in farm 
prices in the periods compared was 
; 12it cmts a dozen. There is a period 
i of from five to six months in every 
I year when the average iirlce of fresh 
eggs on the farm Is about ten cents a 
dozen more than tlie average price 
during the season of heavy production. 
Inasmuch as eggs can be preserved 
I hi water glass, or In lime wato*. and

M M. S. First Half of Year 

Thirty-five persons were lynched In 
the Uaited States la the first six 
nontiis tit tbSt year, according to an- 
nouncement by the division of rec- 
ords and research of Tusliegee insti- 
tute at Tuskegee, Ala. The total ex- 
ceeds by 21 Oia lynddngs for the first 
six months of 1917 and by tea ttie 
number during a similar period in 
1916. Thirty-four of the 35 persona 
lynched were negroes. Three negro 
woBMB were included. Eight lynch- 
inga oe cuii ed In each of the states 
of Georgia and Louisiana, seven in 
Texas, four in Tennessee, two In Mis- 
sissippi and one each in the states of 
Alsbaiaa, Arkansas, Florida, Illinois, 
Nortt GaroUns and Sooth Carolina.

Whales and Porpoises Are 
Often Taken tor Submarine 
By the Watehful Gun Crews. 

There is peril in being a whale or a 
pofpoiaa In the north Atlantic these 
days, aeeording to Ndabo Collins in 
the Oeotory. If yon are a whale, par* 
tlcolarly a spouting whale, yoa are 
apt to be mistaken for a submarine; 
and if yoa are a porpoise, you are apt 
to be taken tat a toipedo. There Is 
many a a ha tt e red carcass and abaahed 
gnn crew. In the phosphorescence of 
even winter nights a porpoise Jost un- 
der the surface can amka an espetl- 
enoed lookoot have a wto mmtt ans- 
panae. The' Une oC wMte la a lltUe 
narrow aai a IttOe high for a torpedo, 
but in the lint moment a lookout isn't 
given to omct measurementa. The 
white at bow^and utm oa a pbos- 
phoKsecnt night Is conspicuous erl* 
dence of a ship, though it is a ques- 
tion how plain it would be through a 
periscope at about its own level. From 
the de^ of the ship Itself or from the 
dedc of an emerged sabmarlae It flaah- 
es plain. If it could only be camou- 
flaged along with the smoke. And on 
such a nl^t In the aone there is the 
eerie aenae o< aMve tihan one sobma- 
itoe ttiat has worted her way along 
in the white wake of a slow ship, keep- 
ing tab so through the night and wait- 
ing for dawn to sheer off aad strike. 
That is why. as dark conies on, a de- 
stroyer is apt to drop bade from the 
side of the ship and lurk along the 
wake, seeking its prey also.

violent windstorm, with rain or hall, 
thunder and lightning, in which the air 
whirl with great velocity 
a ccatxal core, while the whole 
storm travels acroaa the coontry In a 
narrow path at high speed. The thun- 
der and the whirling motion have giv- 
en rise to two theories of the deriva- 
tion of the word, as to whether it is 
derived from toe Bpanlrii 'Horaada." a 
thunderstorm, or ftaai the LktlB *^tMnip 
are," to turn. 

A cyclone, in the definition of the 
weatha bureau. Is not necessarily a 
wludatorm of gredt velocity, hot rath- 
er a widespread storm that moves with 
no great speed. Its width may cover j 
several states. This cyclone, or area 
of low pressure— indicated as 'iow" on 
the weather map— gives coadltlona es- 1 
sential to tornadoes. Many cyclones j 
never develop a tornado, but a tornado 
never develops without the cyclone, 
and almost invariably the tornadoes oc- 
cur ta toe suulheaA quarter of toe 
low area. About 120 cyclones pass 
across the United States each year, 
moving in a general way from west to 
east They are of great ben efit b e- 
cause they Induce novement of surface 
air from the south and southeast, and 
the rainfall that makes the great in- 
terior valleys a rich agricultural region 
is d^oident upon these southerly, 
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Practically dl «( the cyclones of the 
warm season give rise at some time or 
place to thunderstorms or hall or vio- 
lent winds. These winds may be vio- 
lent cBoufjh to cause destructlOB, bnt 
unless they hare the whirling column 
of air they are not tornadoes. In the 
East it is not always easy to distin- 
guish the funnd-shaped doud, bat the 
lay ef the dArta aftar a storm will 
tell whether tosra has haw a twlst- 
i|ig motion. 

Tornadoes almost invariably move 
in an easterly direction and generally 
from soutowest to norflieast. ^Hie av- 
erage length of the path of destruction 
is about 25 miles, and this path may 
not be continuous, if the funnel cloud is 
not in contact with the earth daring its 
whole course. Somettoiaa It rlaas and 
goes for a considerable dhtoaca before 
descending again.

the work, she was the presiding 
genius of the establishment, and 
burdened with its management. 

The cooking was done in the 
open fire place, and the chief 
cooking vessels were the oven 
and pot. ddllet and frying pan. 
The intradBetloB of the 'Voflect- 
or^HMrfcadanepeeh to biaauit 
bakhis. bat to aaa it a roaring 
fire waa roqftirad. TIm fin was 
kept over from day to day in 
coals, or atartod fraaa flint and 
steel. 

On the farm, the little wheat 
that was raised, was cut with 
the reaping hook, later with the 
cradle, and threshed by hand, or 
by horse treading it out. When 
horses were used, it was some- 
tiBMa done on bam fioora, and 
often OB the ironnd prepared 
forthapvpeee. 

TIm bondlaa of wiieat ware ar- 
ranged in a drele of eoflleient 
anw. The horses were put> on it 
two abreast, usually a boy riding 
one horse and leading another, 
four to six horses being employ- 
ed, and thus the wheat was 
knocked about until it was sep- 
arated from the straw. While 
the horses trotted, men would 
remove the straw, etc, and 
iriaee ftoah bonidlaa in the drde. 
and thM the work would go on 
throm^ the daj« Afterwards 
the hand fan-BiBl aoparatad the 
wheat and chaff. The grinding 
of com and wheat was done on 
the water and horse-mills. We 
have in our mind now, the pic- 
ture of an old horse mill which 
was very familiar to our child- 
hood on which many hundreds of 
bushels of wheat and corn were 
ground. ^ 

In the dry season, when the 
water mills could not run, grain 
waa frequently brought from ad- 
joining eeantiee» and th^ .old 
mill woold be kept bnajr daj and 
night to neeaaHnedato its pa- 
trons. The iMMoa worked be- 
low on the gnoad, and the 
grinding was done on the second 
floor. On this floor was the bolt- 
er which separated the flour into 
grades, and from the bran. This 
was run by hand power 
question whether this old proc- 
ess has been improved upon, es- 
pecially as regards the grinding 
of com into meal. 

As Adair county abounds in 
running streams, the water mills 
were the BMln rellanee for the 
grindingof grain, and they were 
erected upon the atreaoM in vs.
